SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The free food 
program demanded by Patricia Hearst’s kidnapers 
for California s poor was suspended Monday. Her 
father said he had made a mistake by not meeting 
exactly the demands of the terrorist Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 
The operators of Hearst s $2 million People in 
Need food giveaway called on the nation's 
suppliers of quality food for help so they can 
resume the program which the SLA charged was 
handing out “ hog feed" to poor people. 
The food giveaway could resume as early as 
Friday, officials said, but it will change from its 
previous attempts to hand out individual bags of 
groceries twice a week to giving away higher- 
quality food in greater quantities. This way, the 
program may soon spend its remaining dollars 
The change in the food program would more 
closely parallel the original SLA demand for a one- 
month giveaway of food Previously, People in 
Need said it was trying to set up a long-range 
program that could continue as a free food outlet 


for the poor. 
The change was announced two days after the 
SLA broke a 17-day silence in the five-week-old kid­ 
naping by sending a tape in which Miss Hearst ac­ 
cused her parents of letting her down by not doing 
all they could to free her and said the FBI was 
trying to kill her. The FBI, and Miss Hearst’s 
mother, said the words were put in the 20-year-old 
coed’s mouth by her kidnapers. 
Miss Hearst’s father, newspaper executive Ran­ 
dolph A. Hearst, said Monday he would try to 
arrange a televised news conference demanded by 
two SLA soldiers accused of murder. But he said he 
still could not afford the additional $4 million 
demanded for food. The Hearst Corp. has pledged 
that money if Miss Hearst is released unharmed. 
Of Joseph Remiro and Russell Little, the SLA 
members charged with the Nov. 6 cyanide-bullet 
murder of Oakland Schools Supt. Marcus Foster, 
Hearst said. *Td be delighted to have them go on 
the air. They may tell me something that I don’t 
know.”

First Annua l Re port 
On Abortions Issued

Nebraska doctors performed 1,218 
abortions during the last eight months of 
1973. according to the State Health 
Department's annual report 


The report indicates the woman most 
likely to seek an abortion in Nebraska is 
19 years old, white and unmarried. Some 
200 women who had abortions in 1973 fall 
into that category. 


No complications were reported as a 
result of the abortions, and all were per­ 
formed by the 20th week of pregnancy. 
Many occured between the eighth and 
twelfth week of pregnancy. 
The annual report, the first of its kind, 
is required by a law passed by the 1973 
Legislature replacing Nebraska’s old law 
wHich was struck down along with other 
states' in a 7-2 ruling by the U.S. Supreme 
Court 
The court ruled the states could not 
restrict a woman s right to an abortion 
during the early months of pregnancy. 


The report stated that more than 75% 
of the abortions, 959, were performed as 
a result of a “ parental determination'’ 
and not due to any particular medical 
condition. 


Only 182 abortions were requested 
because the pregnancy presented “ an im­ 
minent peril" to the woman's health or 
life Statutory rape was cited as the cause 
for 53 of the abortions. 
The majority of the abortions, 785, 
were performed on women who had 


never been married, while 286 women 
were married and 140 were divorced. 
Their ages ranged from 13 to 47 years 
old, but a large number, 428, were 
between 19 and 21. 


According to race, 1,002 of the women 
having abortions were white and 87 were 
black. The remainder were either 
“other” or unknown. 


Seven medical institutions accounted 
for all the abortions reported to the 
Health Department, and two doctors, un­ 
named, were listed as having performed 
between 400-500 abortions apiece. 
Women's Services, an Omaha clinic, ac­ 
counted for the greatest number of abor­ 
tions, 642, followed by the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha 
which reported 431 abortions. 
The University's Board of Regents has 
voted to limit abortions to instances 
w here they are needed to protect the life 
or health of the mother or to the number 
necessary to meet the “ minimum 
requirements of a conservative medical 
teaching program 


Lincoln General Hospital ranked third 
with 115 abortions, while Bryan 
Memorial 
Hospital and Providence 
Hospital in Lincoln and Bishop Clarkson 
and Nebraska Methodist Hospitals in 
Omaha all reported fewer than ten. 


By residence, doctors performed 966 
abortions on women from 71 Nebraska 
counties, 200 from Iowa, 22 from South 
Dakota 12 from Kansas, and fewer than 
twenty on women from six other staates. 


Sen ate's Ho u sin g BUI 
Exceed s Nixo n 's Wish 


Washington (U PI) — The 
Senate Monday passed a $10 4 
billion two-year housing and 
community development bill 
that went far beyond President 
Nixon s wishes. 
The bill, approved 76 to 11, 
now goes to the House where a 
housing subcommittee has been 
working on similar legislation. 
The bill includes $1.7 billion in 
interim funds to keep present 
programs going until the new 
ones take effect. The remainder 


of the $10 4 billion would go for 
various housing subsidy 
programs, public housing and 
the new community develop­ 
ment block grants. 
The measure, called the 
Housing 
and 
Community 
Development Act of 1974, would 
rewrite the nation’s housing laws 
and consolidate many present 
urban projects, such as model 
cities and urban renewal, into 
one program. 
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changes, however, the Senate 
bill maintains the concept of 
federal control of expenditures 
of federal money. Nixon wanted 
to give federal money to local 
governments through revenue 
sharing and let them decide how 
best to spend it. 


Nixon also wanted to kill many 
housing programs he considered 
“ inequitable, wasteful and in­ 
effective." He placed a freeze on 
these programs last Jan. 5, and it 
remains in effect. 


If the House accepts the 
Senate’s philosphy and sends a 
bill to Nixon, Congress would in 
effect be telling the President to 
end the freeze and get on with 
the housing programs Congress 
wants. 


Among the programs the 
Senate would maintain are the 
scandal-scarred sections 235 and 
236 homeowner assistance and 
rental assistance programs.

“ We will take all of the fund we have available, 
and put that food as rapidly as we can before the 


public. That may be in one distribution; that may 
be in two ... that may be in three ,. We will not 
be able to answer how many weeks we will be in 
operation — it will be how quickly can we get the 
food to the people." 
“ We made the initial mistake of thinking that a 
supplemental program that would last a long time 
would be more desirable than one that would be 
over rather quickly,” Hearst said. “ We really 
shouldn t have done that, because the demands 
were quite explicit at the beginning We will now 
do everything we can to just do exactly what they 
say.” 
Standing hatless in a downpour, Hearst said his 
$500 (MX) portion of the $2 million being used for the 
giveaway, the $15 million from the Hearst Founda­ 
tion and the $4 million pledged by the Hearst Corp 
comprised the limits of the family's financial 
capability. 
In tapes received over the weekend, including an 
11-minute message from Miss Hearst. the SLA 
called the program “ Hearst trickery” and accused 


Hearst of withholding his fortune Hearst denied it 
Hearst was asked whether he had any reason to 
believe his daughter was involved with, or knew of. 
the SLA prior to the kidnaping 
“ No. none at all,” he said “ I don't see any 
reason to even believe that. I think that's idiotic 
Anybody who heard that first tape where a child 
was scared to death, and who thinks they coupd put 
themselves in that kind of a position intentionally 
has got to be some kind of a dumb-dumb or 
something ” The FBI agreed 


In a 10-minute message in the most recent tape. 
Miss Hearst repeated many of the SLA's 
revolutionary statements and told her parents, “ I 
don t believe you're doing everything you can. in 
your power" to comply with SLA demands for her 
freedom “ I don't believe you're doing anythng at 
all.” 
Her voice said the “ police state wants Patricia 
Hearst killed so that Middle America will rally 
around" FTesident Nixon's policies

Hold on to your hats. Northeast Radial 
fans, the public hearing date on junking 
that multi-million dollar roadway may be 
changed. 
At the request of the mayor. Coun­ 
cilman Max Denney institigated an 
attempt Monday to move back the 
hearing date three weeks from March 25 
to April 15. The March 25 date was set 
last Monday by the council. 


But with two council members ab­ 
sent, the requested postponement fell 
one vote short of the number needed to 
pass. 


The vote was 3-2. Council members 
Bob Sikyta and Steve Cook teamed up 
with Denney to delay, while Sue Bailey 
and John Robinson opposed that move. 
‘Medieval Torture’ 
Bailey remarked that the dealy “ is like 
some form of medieval torture designed 
to dangle this (the radial) in front of 
people. ” 
Denney explained that Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf requested the delay to give 
department heads additional time to 
prepare reports on the project. 


Bailey responded that if the council had 
requested such detailed reports from city 
administrators last week, then "it would 
be a different matter.” 


Denney, who last Monday forced the 
Northeast Radial showdown, said he 
went along with the request because “ I 
didn't want to be an obstructionist or 
called a troublemaker.” 
Robinson said both sides “ have had 
years to prepare" reports on whether to 
build or not to build the freeway. 
Postponement ‘Ploy’ 
He maintained that the postponement 
by “ the forces causing Max to make the 
motion is “ a ploy to delay, detain, con­ 
fuse or harass" a decision. 
Under Denney's motion. April s night 
meeting would be held on the 15th in­ 
stead of on the 29th, as originally 
scheduled. 


The question will be held over until 
next week when another vote will be 
taken in an attempt to gain four votes for 
or against the delay. 


City lawmakers sinularily found 
themselves in another 3-2 split when they 
could not agree on a mayoral appoint- 


ment to the City-County Planning Com­ 
mission 
Schwartzkopf has appointed contractor 
James Hacker to the seat, replacing

Mike Merwick. the mayor's ad­ 
ministrative assistant, reported to the 
council Monday that the information had 
been supplied to the county com­ 
missioners. 


The vote to approve saw Cook, Denney 
and Sikyta voting yes and Bailey and 
Robinson voting no. 


Another vote will be taken next week.

Side s Chos e n In Utilitie s Ra te Struggle

Sen. Terry Carpenter Monday night vowed to 
attempt to give the state rate-making authority 
over Nebraska’s public power utilities. 


"You think you own it, and you don't,” the 
Scottsbluff lawmaker told public power officials. 


“ And I ’m going to prove it to you.” 
With that, Carpenter concluded an extraor­ 
dinary evening meeting of the Legislative Council's 
executive board during which utility represen­ 
tatives chose up sides for the major public power 
legislative battle of the 1974 session. 


At issue is LB656, a bill which would permit 
municipalities and other electric utilities to jointly 
construct transmission lines and generation 
facilities. 


The measure, sponsored by Sen. Glenn 
Goodrich of Omaha, is scheduled for its initial floor 
debate Tuesday. 


Monday night’s meeting at the Cornhusker 
Hotel produced the following lineup for the big 
battle: 
The Omaha Public Power District, the Lincoln 
Electric System and a majority of the affected 
members of the League of Nebraska Municipalities 
versus the Nebraska Putjlic Power District, rural 


electric districts and a League minority 


OPPD and its associates support the bill; 
NPPD and its associates oppose it in its present 
form, but would accept amendments designed to 
protect the integrity of the NPPD grid transmis­ 
sion system. 
Carpenter, chairman of the executive board, 
told the power spokesmen he is “ disappointed" in 
them, suggesting they fail to understand that “ the 
people of this state own all the public power 
facilities.” 


Rates are the people’s business, he said, and 
they should be subject to the approval of the 
Nebraska Power Review Board, not solely left to 
the judgment of utility managers and their boards 
of directors. 


Some cost-plus contracts negotiated by public 
power districts are “ completely illegal,” Carpenter 
said. “ Somebody ought to start action to recover 
the costs,” he said, hinting that he might be the 
one. 
Prior to Carpenter’s concluding remarks, 
spokesmen for each segment of the power industry 
outlined their positions on LB656. 


NPPD bo a rd member Jo hn Bro g a n o f Yo rk 
sa id his district fea rs the bill wo uld result in 
“ fra g menta tio n” o f the 
NPPD tra nsmissio n g rid 
sy stem, a nd thereby “ destro y o r serio usly da ma g e” 
the utility ’s a bility to pro v ide tra nsmissio n o f elec­ 


tric energy at equal cost throughout the state. 


NPPD “ does not favor one entity attempting 
to feather its own nest at the expense of other 
customers,” he said 
OPPD executive assistant Del Dirrim said the 
bill has been the subject of “ a lot of noise and con­ 
fusion,” but that it would “not harm anybody. ” 
D. A. Blatchford, manager of the Nebraska 
Ele ctric 
Generation 
and 
Transm ission 
Cooperative, hotly denied that, claiming rural 
authorship for the proposal. 
Rural districts have sometimes assumed the 
role of “ an agitator" in power wars, Blatchford 
said, but their role in the dispute over LB656 is one 
of “ a mediator.” 
Walter Canney, administrator of LES, said Lin­ 
coln is not attempting to fragment the NPPD 
transmission system nor is it pulling away from it. 


“ Our power supply role is simply to meet (our) 
needs in the most efficient manner as our own 
power supplier and as a customer and partner with 
NPPD, OPPD and any other utilities," he said. 
Al Ballard, general manager of the Nebraska 
Rural Electric Association, said he has become 
“ highly suspicious” of some power officials who 
are “ not willing to negotiate" their differences. 
Perhaps the best solution, he said, would be to 
kill the bill entirely, and submit the issue to further 
study.

“It s not because of the 
physical devastation, which was 
severe, but because the 
governments — after a century 
of belief in uninterrupted 
progress brought about a 
catastrophe where 10 million 
people were killed — have never 
fully regained public con­ 
fidence ’’ 
The startling thing is." he 
added, "that none of the leaders 
of Europe on July 1. 1914. had 
the foggiest idea that 30 days 
later they would be in a war that 
would end their civilization as 
they then knew it All of them, in 
fact, went on vacation at that 
time, because they thought it 
was not a very severe crisis 
Four weeks later they were in a 
general war." 
Analogy Drawn 
Kissinger drew an analogy 
between the era and the current 
situation in which he said Euro­ 
pean governments are more in­ 
terested in scoring policy points 
against the United States than in 
building a solid front against the 
danger of war arising from the 
Mideast and other potential 
flashpoints. 
"The deepest problem in 
Europe today which we still see 
is that there have been very rare­ 
ly. fully legitimate governments 
in anv European country since 
World War I." 
Kissinger said that in the 
Mideast in November. Europe. 
Japan, the Soviet Union and all 
the Arabs were on one side, 
while the United States was 
backing Israel alone on the 
other 


Since then, he said, the 
American strategy has been "to 


disentangle the problem . . . to 
attempt to move the parties 
towards negotiations . . . to 
reduce the conflict of the outside 
countries to this end.” 


D e s p i t e this, 
he said. 
Washington has had to conduct 
its diplomacy "in an atmosphere 
of extreme hostility." 
Noting that the United States 
is criticized in some quarters for 
dealing with the Soviet Union. 
Kissinger said critics should 
recognize this is necessary 
because the two countries have 
the means to destroy each other 
along with the rest of humanity.

Vesco Tipped Off, Sears Claims 


I mports To Be N eeded 


Washington (UPI) — Despite

mysterious federal source tipped 
off financier Robert L Vesco 
months in advance of a criminal 
indictment that also named 
former Atty.

government witness Harry Sears 
testified Monday. 
Sears said he was summoned 
to Vesco’s New Jersey home 
Dec 7. 1972 — about 10 days 
after 
the Securities and 
Exchange Commission had filed 
a massive civil fraud suit against 
the international operator, who 
was a secret contributor of $200,- 
000 to President Nixon’s re- 


election campaign 
Present at the time, Sears 
testified in United States District 
Court, was Donald Nixon Jr., the 
President’s nephew who was 
serving as an aide to Vesco. 
The tall, bald Sears told the 
jury of eight men and four 
women trying Mitchell and Stans 
on conspiracy, obstruction of 
justice and perjury charges: 
"M r Vesco told me he had in­ 
formation that led him to be cer­ 
tain the SEC staff had jumped 
into the U S attorney’s office for 
the Southern District of New 
York, and in addition to the SEC 
suit there was going to be a 
criminal action that was going to 


be pushed at the same time 
He said he was convinced he 
was going to fie 100 per cent 
committed to the civil suit, that 
he would meet the criminal ac­ 
tion when the time came. 
"1 said, “Bob, what makes you 
so sure?’ He said. “Listen to 
this.’ 
"He turned on a tape He said 
this was a tape of a telephone 
conversation he had with a guy 
who was connected with the 
SEC or the FBI. I don’t know 
which He said he was sure this 
was a reliable source." 
Vesco’s tape caused a flurry of 
activity, according to Sears, who 
said he was flown that verv mor­ 


ning by a company helicopter 
from Fairfield. N J . to New 
York to talk to Mitchell

At the heart of the President’s weekend proposal for 
campaign financing reform is the elimination of secret con­ 
tribu tions to the candidates for pu blic office. There is no 
qu estion that this is an important element of any su ch 
reform program and one that ou ght to be welcomed by the 
candidates. 


W e believ e th a t th e m ajority of th ose in pu blic life are 
h one st m en and w om e n w h o w a nt to do th e be st job possible 


for th e ir c ons titu e nts . It w ou ld be h e lpfu l to th e m if th e law 
forbid c ontribu tions w ith ou t fu ll d isc losu re . 
The net resu lts of this wou ld be pu blic knowledge of any 
special interest that might ex ist and greater ease, therefore, 
in ignoring that interest. If an officer-holder were aware that 
the pu blic knew the sou rce of his or her campaign fu nds, 
su ch indiv idu al wou ld be less inclined to do any fav ors for 
contribu tors. 


★ 
If su ch fav ors were done, the v oters wou ld immediately 
make a connection with the prior contribu tion and the of­ 
ficial inv olv ed wou ld be in an embarrassing position. Con­ 
tribu tors also wou ld be aware in adv ance that they cou ld 
ex pect no special consideration as a resu lt of their contribu ­ 
tion. 


A gain, it se e m s to u s to be re la tiv e ly easy to e na c t th e 
kind of law th a t w ou ld a cc om plish su ch e nd s. B u t w e su spe c t 


th a t th e issu e w ill be g re a tly c om plic a te d be fore it e v e r is 
a d opte d by th e C ong ress. 
There is another element of this matter that, to ou r 
knowledge, has not y et been discu ssed. If the nation finally 
adopts effectiv e campaign financing controls, what might be 
some of the consequ ences of that? 
★ 
In three prominent elections of the past few months, 
labor u nions hav e play ed a significant role in things. Of 
cou rse, interests representing big bu siness and indu stry hav e 
been important in many elections and continu e an activ e 
role at this time. 
If we control the spending of candidates, will greater in­ 
flu ence fall to su ch powerfu l grou ps as labor, bu siness and 
indu stry ? Su ch interests may be controlled in terms of their 
contribu tions to candidates, bu t will there be control ov er 
the spending they do themselv es? 


If th e se g rou ps a re pe rm itte d to c a rry on c a m pa ig ns in­ 


d e pe nd e ntly of th e politica l pa rtie s a nd th e ir c a nd id a te s , 
th ey cou ld be com e a d ecisiv e fa c tor in e le c tions. C ontrol is 
ne e d e d not only for w h a t m ay be c on tribu te d to a c a nd id a te , 


bu t w h a t m ig h t he d one ind e pe nd e ntly on be h a lf of any c a n­ 
d id a te . 
One wou ld need to ex amine the detail of President 
Nix on s proposal to determine whether this matter has 
receiv ed the attention it deserv es. 


★ 
The President also took strong issu e with a past 
proposal for federal financing of certain national elections. 
We agree with Nix on's conclu sion on this matter, althou gh 
we arriv e there by a different rou te. 
His objection is based on the belief that su ch a scheme 
wou ld make people contribu te to a candidate they opposed, 
as well as to candidates they su pported. That is tru e bu t it is 
not a deciding factor, in ou r opinion.

Park Vandalism Down 


Vandalism in the city parks was an item of con­ 
cern in Lincoln som e fou r y ears ago. Incidents of 
theft or destru ction or dam age of trees and other 
plantings and play grou nd and picnic equ ipm ent 
w ere on the increase. Althou gh the loss in dollars 
for replacem ent was relativ ely sm all, th e trend was 
discou raging. 
That trend has been rev ersed, according to an 
encou raging report from the Parks and R ecreation 
D epartm ent. 
The departm ent 
notes a steady 
d ecrease in v andalism losses since 19 7 0. 
D irector Don Sm ith said the redu ction in v an­ 
dalism in the parks is du e to the deterring presence 
of park rangers and a growing respect for park 
property resu lting in part from a one-y ear-old 
program the Parks and Recreation D epartm ent has 
taken to the Lincoln schools. The program has had 
its best resu lts with grade school children, bu t is 


designed to reach alm ost any grou p. It is an 
edu cational presentation on the effects of v an­ 
dalism and the role of the park ranger. 
T he reaction 
to th e program has been 
heartening, Sm ith say s, adding “ I d on't think w e'v e 
seen the total im pact. It (v andalism ) will continu e 
to d rop.” 
The Park and R ecreation D epartm ent’s effort 
can be seen as a specialized v ersion of the Lincoln 
P olice D e partm e nt's school resou rce officer 
program , which has been in effect for three y ears. 
B ecau se the park d epartm ent s program deals 
specifically with a park problem , Sm ith sees no 
du plication of efforts. Both are concerned with im ­ 
prov ing the image of law enforcem ent officers and 
prom oting respect for laws, property and people. 
If the park v andalism statistics are any indica­ 
tion, the idea seem s to be working.

Y ou 're past that 
now. 
Second, treatm e nt may , or 
m ay not, be adv isable to prev ent 
another stroke. In som e cases 
blood thinners are requ ired, in 
others, low ering blood pressu re 
is 
th e 
a n s w e r . 
T h e c on ­ 
siderations are technical, and I 
take it for granted that y ou r doc­ 
tor has worked that ou t already . 
(In a good m any cases, no treat­ 
m ent is necessary in this phase ) 
T hird, th ere's the qu estion of 
w hat to do abou t a lim p, or 
paraly sis, and I gather th at's 
w hat y ou r real qu estion is. 
Keep in m ind that a “ stroke” 
is dam age to som e part of the 


brain. L et’s say in y ou r case the 
dam aged area was one that con­ 
tained the cells hav ing to do with 
sending nerv e im pu lses to y ou r 
leg 


As y ou know, nothing we do is 
done independently of the brain. 
When w e breathe, the “ orders" 
to breathe com e from the brain, 
ev en thou gh in that case the 
brain 
operates 
au tom atically . 
We d on't consciou sly hav e to 
think a bou t each breath we 
draw . 


So. as a resu lt of y ou r stroke, 
y ou lost at least som e of the 
nerv e c e n te r th a t te lls th e 
v ariou s m u scles of y ou r leg to 
contract or relax at the proper 
tim e. T hat is why y ou limp. 
It is qu ite com m on for a stroke 
to be sev ere at first, perhaps 


leav ing y ou u nable to mov e the 
leg at all, bu t afterw ard to hav e 
som e activ ity retu rn. Ev idently 
that happened w ith y ou . Not 
ev ery thing cam e back, bu t som e 
did 
W hen a leg (or other part of 
the body ) is idle, the m u scles 
w eaken from lack of u se. As 
m ov em ent retu rns, y ou hav e a 
tw in problem : first, to giv e the 
m u scles enou gh ex ercise so thev 
regain strength and second, to 


regain m ore ex act control of 
m ov em ent. 
To a c e rta in e x te n t it is 
som etim es possible to learn to 
m ake other parts of the brain 
ta k e ov e r th e ta s k s of th e 
dam aged 
pa rts. 
N ot alw ay s 
possible — bu t som etim es. 
H ow ev er, 
th is takes som e 
ex perim entation on y ou r part. In 
a way , it’s like try ing to learn to 
wiggie y ou r ears. You try this 
and that u ntil finally , with lu ck, 
y ou hit on a way to send a brain 
signal th at m akes th e right 
m u scles m ov e to wiggle y ou r 
ears. 


In brief, y ou walk w ith a 
lim p— so walk, and walk. Bu t at 
the sam e tim e try to find other 
things y ou can do w ith y ou r leg, 
ankle and foot At any odd tim e, 
m any tim es a day , try ’ pointing 
y ou r toe som ew here, or cu rl 
y ou r toes, or tu rn the foot from 
side to side Any m ov em ent is 
going to help.. Bu t keep at it. 
T here's no su bstitu te for try ing. 
As to doctors specializing in 
strok es, th ere a re nu m erou s 
re h a bilitation c e nte rs or in­ 
stitu te s w hich all pu t g reat 
em phasis on this; in som e cities, 
v e ry often a 
re h a bilita tion 
departm ent is part of a hospital. 
So inqu ire abou t su ch places in 
y ou r locality .

Probe Of Grain Sales 
Is Asked By Abourezk 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Sen 
James Abourezk, D-SD , will 
ask the General Accounting Of­ 
fice Tuesday for a complete in­ 
vestigation of grain sales from 
government storage bins over 
the last 18 months, his office said 
Monday. 
Abourezk said in a statement 
that, because grain sold by the 
Commodity Credit Corp has not 
been delivered from the bins, 
the buyers “are very likely to 
have been receiving what 
amounts to interest-free loans, 
and what's more. I understand 


that it is only recently that the 
government lias been asking for 
storage payments.” 
The senator asked the GAO to, 


among other points, check on 
any CCC efforts to renegotiate 
any unconsummated sales at 
current market prices. Corn, for 
example, has risen from about 
$1 40 to $3 a bushel in the period. 


Government grain reserves, 
because of unprecedented ex­ 
port demand since July 1972, 
have been slim since last sum­ 
mer.

noon can be infinitely more 
stimulating for mind and body 
than slumping in one’s chair sip­ 
ping coffee 
“ Walking is man's most 
dependable form of exercise 
because it’s so readily included 
in the daily pattern,” he con­ 
cluded “ Calisthenics and gym 
workouts are splended but not 
one man in a thousand has the 
willpower to stick with them 
year after year. That’s why we 
need to make folks conscious of 
the immense values of the 
simplest of pursuits — walking, 
“ Another point to mention are 
the warnings. We should listen 
to our bodies. When we discern 
unusual pains, aches, or periods 
of fatigue, we should think of 
them as friendly signals that 
something is wrong. If we dis­ 
cuss them with a doctor, and 
then take medical suggestions on 
how to counteract them, we 
stand a much better chance of 
escaping something catastrophic 
than if we ignore them and con­ 
tinue to think of ourselves as in­ 
vincible.”

Export-Import Bank suspended 
action Monday on applications 
for loans for the Soviet Union, 
Poland, Yugoslavia and 
Romania because of a challenge 
to the legality of its loan-making 
procedures for Communist coun­ 
tries. 
Among proposed loans 
affected by the action was $49 5 
million to the Soviet Union, for a 
natural gas drilling project in the 
Yakutsk area of Eastern Siberia 
Walter C Sauer, acting Ex-Im 
Bank president, said the suspen­ 
sion could hold up action on as 


many as 100 loans, bank 
guarantees and insurance ac­ 
tions for the four Communist 
countries. 
Sen Richard Schweicker. R- 
Pa., had criticized the proposed 
loan to the Soviet Union for the 
Yakutsk project and also any 
U.S. help for a $7 6 billion 
energy project being considered 
in Western Siberia. 
“ I can’t conceive that this ad­ 
ministration, with the long lines 
at the igasoline) stations, would 
determine that this is in the 
national interest.” he said 
He previously had asked the 


bank to suspend consideration of

“ If you’ve been waiting to 
hear about the great events of 
the age, you’ve got the wrong 
fellow,’’ Kuralt said “ I missed 
them all.” 
He leaned about the first 
moon orbit three days late, 
Kuralt said, in a men’s latrine in 
Vietnam — from "an issue of 
Stars and Stripes that wasn’t 
placed there for the purpose of 
reading ” 
Nevertheless, Kuralt said, his 
contact with traditional america 
leads him to believe that people 
are ahead of the government in 
that “humaneness, decency and 
the will for justice have become 
stronger.” 
The essence of patriotism, he 
told

audience, 
is 
“recognizing the real problems” 
(such as racism, poverty, war 
and pollution, not hippies and 
“ hated environmentalists”) — 
and then “ really getting in­ 
volved." 
That is happening on a broad 
scale, he said.

Mallon said the study will be 
80% paid for by the federal 
government, with the remaining 
20% local share being made up 
in staff time 
Delivery of new regular-sized 
coaches takes 14 months after 
the order is submitted.

Those words of encourage­ 
ment come from the city's 
economic consultants. Hammer- 
Siler-George of Denver, who 
Monday issued the final phase of 
their review of “ Commercial 
Development Strategies’ for the 
city. 
City officials already have 
reviewed the consultant's report 
on commercial trends to the 
year 2000. which called for three 
new shopping centers by that 
year. The final phase of the 
report centers on office needs 
for the year 2000. 
Presently, there is 3.7 million 
square feet of office space in the 
city, of which 2 9 million is cen­ 
tralized in the downtown core, 
the study reports. 


Governmental offices account 
for about one-third of office 
space used in Lincoln. Financial, 
insurance and real estate bnng 
up the second largest office 
space users, at 31%. 


In the CBD itself, government 
takes up almost 40% of the total 
space available and again, finan­ 
cial, insurance and real estate 
firms account for 25% of the 
space downtown. 
The dominance of the CBD as 
an office center is noted, since 
80% of all office space is there, 
compared to the downtown s 
35% share of the shoppers goods 
retail market. 
But suburbanization has oc­ 
curred in strip and neighborhood 
areas and at Gateway Shopping 
center. Almost 17% of the total 
office space is located in these 
areas. 


The report points out that 
while medical professionals con­ 
tinue to move out into the sub­ 
urbs, 90%o of the attorneys’ of­ 
fices are located downtown. 
Architects, engineers and other 
professionals also have stayed in 
the CBD, with 93% located there.

By The Associa te d Pre ss 
The Legislature’s Retirement 
Committee took action Monday 
that would expand the State 
Employe’s Retirement System 
and increase insurance benefits 
for state employes. 
The committee approved a bill 
that would increase life in­ 
surance coverage for state 
employes from 15,000 to $10,000. 
As originally written, LB896 
would have given life insurance 
to dependents of state employes. 
The committee raised the in­ 
surance for the employes in­ 
stead. 
The committee amended and 
sent to the floor, LB998, which 
makes participation in school 
retirement systems mandatory 
rather than voluntary as is now 
the case. 
Another bill reported out, 
LB1000, extends retirement 
coverage to state employes who 
work more than half time. 
The present requirement is 
that employes be full time to 
participate in the retirement 
system.

By Unite d Pre ss Inte rna tiona l 
A bill which would guarantee 
liquor retailers a 15% profit 
markup easily survived a kill 
attempt in the Legislature Mon­

Sen. Duke Snyder of Omaha 
sought to kill the measure, 
LB616, which would equalize 
freight costs across the state on 
liquor deliveries to $1.50 per 
case, except for beer. 


Snyder’s motion lost 14-30. 
There was no debate except for a 
brief comment from Snyder that 
he was “unalterably” opposed to 
the principle of the bill. 


One of the main arguments of 
opponents several days ago 
during full debate of the 
proposal was that it would force 
eastern Nebraska residents to 
help pay costs of transporting 
liquor to the western end of the 
state. 


There is a provision in the 
measure which authorizes the 
Nebraska Public Service Com­ 
mission to adjust up or down the 
$1.50 per case charge if the com­ 
mission determined the action 
was justified. 


The bill will come up for final

A Lincoln campus proposal to 
create a unique program 
meshing law and psychology will 
be considered this week by the 
University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents 


"This will be the first truly in­ 
tegrated program between law 
and psychology—the first in the 
world,” said Bruce Sales, an 
assistant professor of psychology 
who is directing the project. 


Graduates “ obviously are 
going to be in great demand." he 
said 


The program proposal calls for 
accepting no more than five 
students a year, beginning next 
fall, into both the psychology' 
department and the Law 
College 


Both Degrees 
At the end of five years, the 
graduates will emerge with a 
tTi D. in psychology and a law 
degree 
The "hallmark' of the con­ 
cept. said Sales, is that it 


"doesn't force new programs on 
the university ” 


With the integration of two 
existing programs, he explained, 
considerations related to cost 
analysis and administrative ef­ 
ficiency are desirable. 


Essentially, he said, "you get 
more mileage out of the 
resources available." 
Sales himself is uniquely 
qualified to direct the project, 
since he has both the degrees 
He has a Ph D. in psychology 
from the U n ive rsity of 
Rochester and a law degree 
from Northwestern University. 


Connections Appeared 
Sales taught psychology while 
studying law. and while he began 
to see the obvious connections 
between the two professions, he 
found few others who saw that 
bridge. 
He soon became convinced, 
however, that "psychology has a 
lot to offer to improve the legal 
profession "

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the study of the use of language 
for communication. 


In the courtroom, he noted, 
the language used by lawyers 
and judges becomes as impor­ 
tant as the scalpel does to the 
surgeon 
"The lawyer-psychologist can 
study the legal system and the 
law to make them more respon­ 
sible and appropriate to society 
today," said Sales. 


Considerable Interest 
Hp said he found in Lincoln 
considerable interest — in both 
the psychology department and 
the law school — in creating a 
joint program 


"I wanted to create a program 
to direct future graduate 
students along both paths" at 
the same time, he said, rather 
than the "hit and miss" ap­ 
proach he had been through 
himself. 


He said he hopes graduates 
will have an impact on the wide 
variety of public issues that com­ 
bine the two disciplines 
Analysis of language used in 
the courtroom might be one 
such issue 
Or the lawyer- 
psychologist might study the 
effect of imprisonment on 
prisoner attitudes, or the effect 
of brand-name advertising on 
consumer behavior. 


Extra Background 
Beyond the potential impact 
the lawyer-psychologist might 
have the legal system, said Sales, 
the program will also offer to the 
psychology’ graduate student a 
chance to get some background 
in the law or to the law student 
the opportunity to learn 
something about behavior. 
"We hope after the program 
gets rolling we can offer some 
courses at the undergraduate 
level," Sales added. 


The Law College has aggreed 
to add the five students to its 
classes each year, and the psy­ 
chology department has aggreed 
to replace traditional graduate 
student positions with the five 
slots for the new-style students. 
Sales said although there are 
joint programs that mesh law 
with sociology or economics in 
other universities, this apparent­ 
ly would be the only law- 
psychology program in the 
world 
Interest already has the 
lawyer-psychologist 
mind- 
boggled — some 300 inquiries 
have flooded into Sales' office on 
the Lincoln campus since the 
word got out. 
The program proposal will be 
considered by the regents at a 
meeting set for 1 p.m.

Sheriff Defends

Kearney (A P) — Buffalo 
County Sheriff Vern Newbold 
Monday defended the Friday 
night action of Deputy Orson 
Lewis of Ravenna who fired 
several warning shots at es­ 
caping streakers.
